Many of these musicians display their 
virtuosity on period instruments, such as 
the cornetti, the sacbut and the pipe and 
tabor (recognized as the original ‘one-man- 
band’ instrument). |

Just listen to Thomas Lorango’s fluid 
piano work on Brahms’s Sonata No. 3 in F 
Major. I think you'll find Lorango’s rendi- 
tion retains the bigness and genius of de- 
sign that Brahms had originally intended.
